Dear Sir: 

In accordance with the 
provisions of section 201 of the 
Flood Disaster Protection Act 
of 1973 (P.L. 93-234, December 
31, 1973, hereinafter referred 
to as the 1973 Act) the 
purpose of this letter is to give 
you formal notice of the 
tentative identification by the 
Federal Insurance Administra- 
tion (FIA), on behalf of the 
Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, that your. 
community contains. one ог 
more areas having special flood 
hazards. A map showing the 
boundaries of the areas 
affected by the proposed 
identification is enclosed. 

The effect. of this notifica- 
Чоп, as required under the 
1973 Act, is to inform 
communities that are not 
presently participating in the 
National Flood Insurance Pro- 
gram of the flood danger to 
which they appear to be 
exposed and to give them an 
opportunity to enroll promptly 
in the program ‘so that their 
residents will be protected 
financially against future floods| 
losses, since flood insurance is' 
not available privately. How- 
ever, if you believe that your 
community either is not 
seriously flood prone, or that 
such flood hazards as may have 
„ existed have been corrected by 
floodworks or other flood 
control methods, the communi- 
ty may appeal the proposed 
determination. 

If it desires to appeal, the 
community, at any time during 
the next six months, should 
submit to FIA whatever 
technical or scientific data it 
may have that is sufficient to 
prove its contention that it is 
not flood-prone. If the Federal 
Insurance Administrator con- 
curs jp the evidence submitted, 
then. the proposed identifica- 
Чоп will be cancelled. 

If the community does not 
successfully refute FIA's pro 


posed identification, then it 
must seek eligibility for the 
sale of Federally-subsidized 
flood insurance by adopting 
preliminary land use and 
control measures to help 
reduce or avoid flood losses 
and by applying to FIA for 
participation in the program. 
Generally, flood insurance сап 
be made available within two 
weeks after receipt of a 
complete application. Flood 
insurance will then be available, 
through any licensed property 


` insurance“ agent or broker-in 


the community. 

Communities where 
special flood hazard areas have 
been formally identified must 
be actively participating in the 
program by June 30, 1975 (or 
one year after identification, 
whichever is later), or else no 
Federal financial assistance, 
such as loans or grants, and no 
mortgage loans from Federal- 
ly insured or regulated banks 
or savings and loan associa- 
tions will thereafter Ье 
available for buildings within 
thesé identified special hazard 
areas. The details of this 
prohibition are set out in 
section 202 of the 1973 Act ( 
copy enclosed) and in the 
individual regulations of the 
various Federal agencies. 

In addition to its communi- 
iy participation requirement, 
the 1973 Act also requires that 
individuals within eligible 
areas purchase flood insurance 
in connection with all 'Federal 
or Federally-related assistance 
(including mortgage loans from 
Federally-insured lending insti- 
tutions) that is received after 
March 1, 1974, for buildings 
within identified special flood. 
hazard areas. The amount of 
flood insurance required is the 
amount of the loan balance or 
the maximum amount of 
insurance available, whichever 
is less. 


Aside from these new 


participation requirements, the 
1973 Act essentially consti- 
tutes an- expansion and 
improvement of the National 
Flood Insurance Program 
authorized under the National 
Flood Insurance Act of 1968 
(P.L. 90-488, August 1, 1968; 
42 U.S.C. 4011-4127). The 1973 
Act provided greatly increased 
limits of subsidized and total 
coverage, repealed the provi- 
sion that would have denied 
Federal disastér assistance 
after December 31, 1973, for 
those -who could: have pur- 
chased flood insurance but did 
not do so (this 

was replaced with the insu- 
rahce purchase requirement 
explained above), and permit- 
ted substantial reductions in 
subsidized flood insurance 
premium rates. 

We believe the National 
Flood Insurance Program has 
been greatly improved by the 
1973 Act and that ever 
flood-prone community in the 
United States will eventually 
benefit from its provisions. The 
provisions of ‘the 1968 Act 
requiring: the adoption and 
periodic updating of adequate 
local land use and control 
measures within the flood plain 
as a condition of continued 
eligibility for Federal flood 
insurance remains unchanged, | 
however. These requirements Î 
are set out in section 1910.3 of 
the enclosed’ program regula- 
tions. 

More than 3,000 communi- 
ties had voluntarily entered 
the National Flood Insurance | 
Program before this letter was 
written, and more are applying 
each day. We have therefore 
enclosed a packet of materials 
‘that will assist you in making 
‘application, and we would be 
glad to assist you 
way that we cai

A survey of Floridians’ | 
allitudes on priorities for 
federal spending shows over- 
whelming support for cutbacks 
in federal spending to help 
combat inflation. 

The тай. survey, conducted 
by Senator “Lawton “Chiles 
(D-Pla.), а member of the 
Senate's new budget comiit- 
tee, asked Florida voters. to 
assess former President Nix- 
on's $305 billion: budget 
proposal now before Congress 
and note their preference for 
increased or reduced spending 
in each of the twelve main 
budget areas. 

“People seem- well aware 
that tens of billions of dollars 
in federal deficits have helped 
create the inflationary crisis 
the economy faces today.” 
noted Chiles. 

Not a single national need 
area received a majority 
response for increased federal 
spending and in only three 
areas did support for more 
spending exceed the demand 
for cutbacks by narrow 
margins. They are national 
resources and environment 
(37% more; 23% less); health 
(35% more; 27% less); and 
veterans benefits (28% more; 
15%less). 

Foreign aid (64% less; 5% 
mare) and national defense 
(55% less; 17% more) жеге top 
targets for spending cuts. ` ' 

Chiles also spearheaded thè 
drive for a domestic summit 
meeting on the economy along 
with a bipartisan group of four 
other freshman senators, `a.

legislator, "heavy draining 
causes the land to dry out, and 
prolonged drying is a perfect 
way to start combustion in 
that Glades muck.” 

“As we all know, fires in that 
area deplete the wildlife and 
destroy the ecological balance 
of those swamp areas.” Lewis 
said. 

“Another reason for keeping 
the area undeveloped,” said 
Lewis, "is to maintain the 
proper water level throughout 
ihe swamplands ^to further 
protect and preserve the 
wildlife. In fact, southwest 
Palm Beach County has the 
highest rate for deer produc- 
tion in Florida, and possibly 
the entire United. States. 
Without water, the deer would 
die." 

The Land Exchange Commit- 
lee presently is determining 
which sections of land are in 
greatest environmental dan- 
ger. Aerial viewing is being 
conducted, as well as a closer 
look by airboat or jeep. When

The standard limitation for theft of personal property 
in the homeowners policy is 50% of the insured value of 
the home. However, for a certain class of valuables - 
furs, jewelry, precious stones, ete., the aggregate limit 
is normally set at $500. Naturally, it is prudent to insure 
the tems separately for their full value to avoid 
monelary loss.

It then 
falls under this $500 limitation.
